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Report  on  the  Huntingdon  Rural  District  for  1972 

Madam  Chairman,  Mrs.  Compton  and  Gentleman, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  fifteenth  Annual  Report  upon  the 
Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year  ending  31st  December  1972. 

The  District  is  made  up  of  a large  number  of  villages.  Agriculture  is  the 
chief  local  industry,  but  many  residents  work  in  the  near-by  towns  of 
Huntingdon  or  Peterborough,  where  there  is  industrial  and  other  employ- 
ment. 

There  are  several  large  airfields  in  the  District  so  that  many  British  and 
American  Air  Force  Personnel  live  in  the  area  with  their  families. 

The  Registrar  General  estimated  that  the  mid-year  population  was  17,270 
an  increase  of  620  over  the  previous  year. 

There  were  287  live  births  during  the  year,  22  less  than  in  1971.  The 
crude  birth  rate  was  16.6  per  1,000  of  the  population  and  the  adjusted  rate 
14.4.  For  England  and  Wales  the  birth-rate  was  14.8. 

Seven  infant  deaths  occurred  during  the  year,  but  there  were  no  stillbirths. 
This  gave  an  Infantile  Mortality  rate  of  24  per  thousand  live  births  but  a 
stillbirth  rate  of  nil.  The  figures  vary  considerably  from  year  to  year  as 
present  District  statistics  are  relatively  small.  In  the  future,  with  larger 
Districts,  they  will  not  vary  much. 

There  were  112  deaths  during  the  year  60  males  and  52  females.  The 
crude  death  rate  was  6.5  per  1,000  of  the  population  and  the  adjusted  rate 
10.1  per  1,000.  For  England  and  Wales  the  death  rate  was  12.1  per  1,000 

population. 

There  was  again  little  notifiable  diseases  during  the  year.  Measles,  13 
cases,  being  the  disease  most  commonly  occurring.  There  were  no  new  cases 
of  Tuberculosis  or  deaths  from  that  disease. 

In  closing  I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  and 
their  Officers  and  Staff  for  all  the  help  which  they  have  given  me  during 
the  past  year  and  throughout  the  time  that  I have  been  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  the  District. 

I am  most  grateful  for  the  notes  which  follow  this  introduction.  They  give 
a short  account  of  the  history  and  development  of  the  District  and  have  been 
by  Mr.  Dixon. 

As  this  will  be  the  last  annual  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  Huntingdon  Rural  District  Council  it 
was  felt  that  reference  should  be  made  to  some  of  the  activities  of  the 
Council  over  the  past  79  years. 

The  Huntingdon  Rural  District  Council  met  for  the  first  time  on  the  29th 
December,  1894  under  the  Chairmanship  of  G.  J.  Rust,  Esq.,  in  the  Hun- 
tingdon Union  Workhouse  Board  Room  at  11.0  a.m.  Previously  the  Board  of 
Guardians  had  met  in  this  Board  Room,  and  continued  to  do  so  following 
the  formation  of  the  Council. 

At  the  inception  E.  W.  Hunnybun,  Esq.  was  acting  Clerk,  Dr.  L.  Newton 
was  acting  Melical  Officer  of  Health  and  F.  Fortescue,  Esq.  was  acting  In- 
spector of  nuisances.  All  of  these  were  appointed  officially  and  were  evidently 
operating  from  their  homes  or  business  premises.  In  1939  Montagu  House 
was  purchased  and  became  the  official  offices  of  the  Council. 

The  first  mention  of  the  delegation  of  power  to  a Committee  is  recorded 
on  the  1st  June,  1895  when  the  Brampton  Cemetery  Committee  consisting  of 
three  members  was  formed. 

Meetings  of  the  Council  continued  to  be  held  at  the  Huntingdon  Union 
Workhouse  Board  Room  until  1933  when  the  venue  was  changed  to  the 
Shire  Hall,  Huntingdon  and  subsequently  to  the  County  Buildings,  Hunting- 
don in  1946.  Full  Council  Meetings  are  still  held  at  the  County  Buildings 
although  Committee  Meetings  are  held  in  Montagu  House.
